W ashington, March 1.- The house 


passed the revenue bill, incorpoiut- 


ing the Long worth compromise on in­ 


come tax rates, by an overwhelm ing 


vote. 
The measure now got» u> the 


senate. 


The compromise for the Democratic 


tax reduction plan was adopted by 


the house by a A e of 2 16 to 199. 


This actifcn was taken after the Mel­ 


lon plan wa» rejected by the repre­ 
sentatives. 
The compromise was ma lo possible 
by a coalition of kepublidan inshir- 
gents and 
admit C lra. ion 
Republi­ 
cans. At a meeting of the progressive 
group it wins agre d to suppcvrt the 
Republican 
organization 
in the tax 
fight. 
An attempt by Ltemoerats to knock 
out the provision for a 25 per cent 
rebate on 1923 taxes due this year, 
on the ground the taxes had been 
passed an to the public, was defeated 
181 to 145. 
Chairman Green said the 
rebate would take $232,000,000 of the 
treasury’s «urplus, but would leave 
ample funds to pay the soldier bonus. 
An amendment by Representative 
O’Connor, New* York, to lim it the re­ 
bate to $400 was beaten 153 to 102 
and an amendment by Representative 
■Simmons, N e brash a. to make the 25 
per cent cut 
apply only to normal 
taxes was rejected 140 to 120. 
The Garner amendment to broaden 
terms of the earned income provi­ 
sion to give farmers and small mer­ 
chants the benefit of the 25 per tent 
cut 
0 1 1 earned personal income was 
sustained. 
R e p r esc nta/ti ve W oodruff. M ieh i ga n. 
who engineered the 
»witcih to the 
compromise, estimated a tax reduc­ 
tion 
to small 
taxpayers under the 
Lon-gworth plan as follows: 
On in­ 
come*» of $4,000 a savings of 62% per 
cent: 
$5,000, 59 per cent; $6,000, 55 
per cent; $7,000, 53 per cent; $8,000, 
53 per cent; $9,000, 40 per cent, and 
a 25 per cent saving on all incomes 
above $0,000. 
The compromise substitute!» for the 
14 per cent maximum surtax of the 
Got liar or Democratic, plan a 37% per 
tent rate and would change the nor- 
al tax rates also. 
W ord that President Ooolidge would 
acy.ept the compromise if it is found 
impossible to pass the Mellon plan 
with its 
25 per cent maximum on 
surtaxes, was believed to have helped 
effect a compromise. 
Following the adoption of amend­ 
ments the house passed* the revenue 
bill by a vote of 408 to 8.

Save Stocking Legs 
for Repairing Others 


It sometimes happens that a pair of 
stockings will suddenly show a yawn­ 
ing hole, or a heel will have been 
mended until it becomes uncomfort­ 
able to wear. If the rest of the stock 
ing Is good, a very neat and comfort 
able Job can be made bf “patching” in 
place of depending wholly upon darn 
ing cotton. Patching is often so clum­ 
sily done that the method has fall­ 
en into disrepute. 
But for a good- 
sized hole this method will be found 
excellent. 
Take a piece of good stocking mate­ 
rial salvaged from the unwon) part of 
another pair of stockings. 
In fact, it 
is a good plan to have a box or small 
basket of stocking legs which can be 
used for repairs. 
This is the method of procedure: 
Turn the stocking wrong side out^ and 
put a darning ball Into it. Now cut a 
patch which will cover the worn place. 
Do not make the mistake of cutting 
the stocking itself, even if there is a 
clumsy darn there, for the cut edges 
will stretch. Take a needleful of mer 
(.•prized darning cotton und fasten the 
patch where it ought to be. 
This Is 
the way to do It: 
First put in a pin or two to hold It 
in place. 
Then overcast the patch 
all around the edge. 
Do not turn the 
edge under. 
This will fasten the at­ 
tached piece firmly in place, and there 
vvil be no uncomfortable ridge. 
This 
will only take a few minutes. The next 
step is to turn tho stocking right side 
out. The clumsy dam can now be cut 
away, or lf there is a hole it can be 
mended quickly. 
The way to do this 
Is to darn the edge of the stocking 
down fiat to the patch. 
Sometimes it 
Is advisable to run the darning thread 
right through the patch, using it as 
tilling. 
The repair is quickly made. 
lasts as long as new, und is neat on 
hoth the right and file wrong side. 
Whore tho repair is made in silk stock 
inca cutting should he avoided, as this 
causes the stitches to run.

Barium Is Used to Stop 
X-Rays From Wandering 
Vagrant and injurious X-rays may 
be confined to the room in which they 
originate by the use of barium in plas­ 
ter or paint, Maximilian Tocli, a chem­ 
ist of New York city, told the Amori- 
<*un Institute of Chemical Engineers 
recently. 
Long exposure" to X-rays 
which have escaped from doctors’ of­ 
fices through walls, floors or celling 
have been reported to have caused 
serious injury to persons In adjoin­ 
ing rooms, Mr. Toch said. 
To prevent this, lead, which is Im­ 
pervious to the rays, has been used in 
metallic form as a sheathing of X- 
ray rooms, but the metal is heavy and 
buildings with rooms so equipped, re­ 
quire strengthening. 
This is not necessary If some com­ 
pound of barium be used instead of 
lead, Mr. Toch said, since barium com- 
nounds are opaque to X-rays. 
His 
method has been either to mix the 
barium with the wall plaster or to use 
barium compounds in the wall paint. 
Lither method keeps the rays where 
they belong, he stated.—Kansas City 
.Star.

! then select only those of normal size 
and shape, free from imperfections of 
shell. 
Eggs for hatching should be as fresh 
tis possible-—not over ten days or two 
weeks old—and they should be gath­ 
ered three times a day in cold weather 
to prevent chilling—then kept in ti 
room of steady temperature at fifty to 
sixty degrees.
